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COMMENTS 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town of Machiasport for the year ended Feb. 28, 1965. 


Scope of Audit 

The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Selectmen, Tax Collector, Town Treasurer 
and Town Clerk. While all transactions were not exam- 
ined in detail, such test checks were made as seemed ap- 
propriate. All asset and liability accounts were reviewed 
and direct verification was made to the extent deemed nec- 
essary. 


Assets 


Cash on deposit at the Eastern Trust & Banking Co., Ma- 
chias, Maine was reconciled with the balance of the Treas- 
urer’s cash book. The check book balance was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the depository bank. 


The records of collections made by the Tax Collector 
was examined and it was ascertained that these collections 
had been deposited with the Town Treasurer. 


All tax lien accounts were checked and the resulting in- 
dividual balances supported by inspection of the liens on 
file. These liens had been properly recorded with the Reg- 
ister of Deeds. 


Debt Fund 


This account represents the amount owing on the Grader 
purchase to be retired from revenue of future years. 


Surplus 


The unappropriated surplus at the close of the year was 
$1,394.85 as compared with $2,373.54 at the close of books 


the previous year. This decrease is analyzed in Exhibit E.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To: Members of the Superintending School Committee 
and other Citizens of the Town of Machiasport: 


It is with pleasure that | submit my annual report of 
your school department. 

The addition of one teacher, Mr. Dale Pritchard, has 
improved our program at the Fort O’Brien School very 
much. Also the fine work of Principal Robert Chaplin and 
the teachers has been very good this year. Extra work by 
these people has aided your superintendent in securing 
over $12,000.00 under Title I of the Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Education Act. The project has now been approved 
and funds with which to purchase library books and equip- 
ment as well as an added teacher to care for administering 
the program should arrive shortly from Augusta. 

The financial condition of the school department is very 
good. We close the year with an unexpended balance of 
$6.417.48 as compared to $3,611.50 in 1964-65. This in- 
crease in revenues, along with an increase of $4,384.89 in 
the State Subsidy will care for the increases this year in 
the school budget. The two items of increase for the most 
part are in salaries (which are controlled by State Law) 
and tuitions which are also set by the State on the basis of 
per pupil costs in the schools. 

The town should raise the $32, 
future aid under federal grants. If this amount is not raised, 
the town stands the chance of losing the $12,000.00 under 


Title I, for each of the next two years.

It must be remembered that we have spent $656.70 for 
equipment, repairs, etc. that will not have to be duplicated. 
Equipment such as cooking utensils, window fan, trays, 
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dishes, etc. was purchased primarily by money earned by 
the school lunch program with the help of the Parent- 
Teacher group. 


The school budget carries an item this year that will help 
our program if accepted by the citizens of the town.
